In the morning, three entrances were guarded by sentries wearing green epaulets 
and, in the afternoon of the same day, by aentrieg with red epaulets. Three

In the afternoon of 24 August 1952, the new Artillery Barracks in Celled 
CQ 4«/0 08) on the southwest side of Toerteli Street and about 1 km east 
of the crossing of this street and the' Cegled - Kecskemet railroad line 
appeared to be vacant. Scaffolds and building material could be seen at 
various places in the barracks area. About 25 soldiers including a sentry 
wearing red epaulets were in the barracks area, while a jeep with two 
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soldiers wearing red epaulets left it* Source learnt from a Gegled resident 
that ? in the spring of 1952 , many Hungarian artillery troops were quartered 
in the barracks installation* A Hungarian artillery senior lieutenant who 
was billeted in the house of this resident, went with his unit to practices 
in the Koeroegi forest in fey 1952* This officer came home every two or 
three weeks *

5. On 26 August 1952, about 10s 30 a«m., a Hungarian military train consisting 
of about 30 cars, stood at a ramp of the Hagykoeroes Railroad Station 
(Q 48/0 06) * About 250 Hungarian soldiers wearing red service color and 
carrying full pack were waiting on the- ramp* Jeeps, weapon carriers and
